In response to a telephone call with Mr. Haas on 2/25/04, the following 
changes were agreed upon to put this application in condition for allowance. 

Claim 1 has been canceled and new claim 8 has been added as follows: 

8 . A method of preparing pita pocket bread 
comprising, immediately after baking pocket bread, 
cutting each piece of pocket bread to form a cut edge, 
separating the walls of each piece of pocket bread at a 
respective cut edge to open a pocket, then, with their 
pockets open, nesting pieces of pocket bread, one 
inside the respective pocket of another, to form a 
nested stack of pita pocket bread, and then packaging 
the nested stack of pita pocket bread. 

Claim 3 has been canceled and new claim 9 has been added as follows: 

9. A package of pita pocket bread, wherein said 
package includes a stack of pocket bread pieces in 
which each individual piece of pocket bread has a cut 
edge and walls that have been separated at the cut edge 
to open the respective pocket of each piece, and 
wherein the pieces of pocket bread are nested one 
inside the respective pocket of another, to create a 
nested stack inside said package.

Reasons For Allowance 

Applicant's amendment and Declaration filed 
12/15/03 have been fully and carefully considered. The 
claims are allowable essentially for the reasons given 
on pages 5 and 6 of the amendment. That is, the art 
taken as a whole does not teach packaging pocket pita 
bread by opening up the pockets of the bread and 
nesting the breads one inside the other within the 
pockets of the breads and the art taken as a whole does 
not teach packaged, nested within the pockets, stack of 
pita pocket bread. The art taken as a whole also does 
not teach the advantage derived from such packaging and 
stacking, i.e. the avoidance of damage to the bread and 
ease of use, versus stacking the pita bread in its 
conventional flat position. The prior art that does 
show stacking relates to other products with other 
properties and they do not fairly suggest modifying the 
primary reference and the function derived therefrom. 
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
